Il Duce’s newspapers spring no surprise 
on the world by announcing that his troops 
may have to abandon Eritrea and Somali- 


land and make a last stand in the mountains 
of Abyssinia. The surprise will be if the last 
stand lasts very long. Events show that 
Eritrea and Somaliland are lost already. 
That the beaten Fascists can do better in the 
wilds of the Ethiopian mountains has yet to 
be shown, for those places of supposed 
refuge are swarming with hostile natives 
who will enthusiastically join the British- 
Allied troops in making the last stand of the 
fugitives both brief and uncomfortable. 


This announcement is only a gentle way 
of breaking the bad news to the Italian peo- 
ple that their East African forces are head- 
ing for the fate which overtook their Libyan 
army. It is further evidence of the deflated 
fortunes of the blundering braggert who led 
Italy into a series of disasters without mod- 
ern parallel, Mussolini a few short months 
ago used to “tell” his countrymen; now he 
is explaining to them, and doing the explain- 
ing behind a protective screen of German 
soldiers garrisoning key points in erstwhile 
independent Italy. The best the East African 
troops could do for Italy is lay down their 
arms and help to hasten the day of its

Bombs For Threats 


Prime Minister Churchil] left it to the 
R.A.F. to make the appropriate reply to the 
Fuehrer’s threat to show the world some- 
thing new in submarine atrocities. The air- 
men have been delivering the response in 
their usual inimitable way. They blasted the 
submarine base at Brest, and have been pay- 
ing daily and nightly visits to the “invasion” 
ports, with side-trips up the Rhine and into 
the Ruhr. Despatches say more bombers have 
engaged in these flights than ever crossed 
the channel before, that the raids have 
amounted to almost continuous attack on 
Nazi coastal bases, and that the bombings 
have been severe beyond precedent on either 
side. 

This is the only kind of language in which 
it is worth while to talk to Hitler. It is the 
only kind of talk in which he indulges that 
can be believed. What he says is usually 
said to disguise facts and to bandy words 
with him is a waste of time. The only thing 
left for men who intend to remain free is to 
“shoot it out” with him. 

The intensity of the R.A.F. offensive is 
evidence that Britain has both the planes 
and the bombs to sustain a furious onslaught, 
with replacements in sight to make up for 
the inevitable losses of

“bottoms” to carry them across. 

But the inconveniences and depriva- 
tions to which the people of Britain are sub- 
jeet are reminders that indirectly there is 
a good deal we can do about it. We can cut 
down the buying of things we do not need 
and lend the money to our Government, 
with which to build food-carrying ships and 
make munitions with which to bring the war 
to a successful end as quickly as possible. 
That is the practical way to show our sym- 
pathy for the people “over there” who 
have to live a& they can and not as they | 
would like to.

Preparations for defense and military aid 
to Britain continue to be made in the United 
States. The lease-lend bill, not inappro- 
priately numbered 1776 because it will mark 


another declaration of independence—this 
time against another kind of oppression from 
Europe—is not proceeding through the 
American Senate with the speed at first an- 
ticipated 

Isolationist senators are blocking the 


measure On any excuse and on every turn. 
Frankly, it is difficult to understand their 
motive. There is no doubt that the bill will 
eventually pass. All they can do is delay it 
And since time is the essence of the matter, 
their obstructive methods constitute a sheer 
gift to Adolf Hitler. 

The Germans have no chance of success- 
fully invading Britain. But unless Ameri- 
can aid arrives very shortly, they will 
undoubtedly make the attempt in which 
thousands of lives, British and German, will 
be lost. 

Wilful senatorial obstruction, hopeless as 
it is, is not far short of wanton and deliberate 


murder. 
” - * 


I am not suggesting for a minute that 
such aplendid men as Taft, Shipstead and 
Lodge are knowingly playing Hitler's game 
for him. But the course of obstruction is 
being mapped out by alien and treacherous 
minds and these senators are unwittingly 
allowing themselves to be made the tools of 
Nazi agents. 

I believe that most of these isolationist 
senators are perfectly honest in their views. 
But their behaviour does no more honor to 
their heads than it does to their hearts. The 
championship of lost causes may sometimes 
titilate vanity and provide fine opportun- 
ities for dramatics. But it is of little prac- 
tical value in a practical world. 

Opposition to the aid-to-Britain bill is a 
lost cause. It’s championship is not even an 
exhibition of idealism because such cham- 
pionship gives an advantage to Hitler and 
may lead to the needless slaughter of count- 
less gallant soldiers. 

Some of the arguments invoked against 
the measure are ridiculous in the extreme. 

Declaring that the bill gives President 
Roosevelt unrestricted authority over the

“The English historian Gibbon holds, and 
in my judgment the experierce of mankind 
sustains him, that this thing we cal] ‘the 
brain’ literally ‘cracks up’ when its possessor 
is granted unrestricted authority over the 
wealth, the natural resources and the man- 
power of a great nation.

Tried and Found Wanting 

In weighing the arguments of 
what is now the opposition in 
Congress it is important to remem- 
ber that it has been the isolation- 
ists who controlled American for- 
cign policy from the end of the 
first World War until the crisis of 
the second World War. For the 
twenty years from the end of 1919 
to the summer of 1940 the isolation- 
ists have shaped American policy 
on all essential matters—on the 
organization of peace, of neutrality, 
on monetary, financial and commer- 
cial relations with the rest of the 
world. Their views have prevailed 
throughout this period of our his- 
tory, the isolationists’ views and 
not the views of Wilson and Hughes 
and Stimson and Roosevelt and 
Hull and Wendell Willkie 

Never did a philosopmy have a 
more thorough trial. For twenty 
years the jsolationists have had the 
backing of a large majority of the 
people. They have been all-pow- 
erful in Congress and they have de- 
termined the actions, always nega- 
tively by their veto and on crucial 
issues positively as well, of five ad- 
ministrations. 

. . . 

Today the isolationists are a 
rapidly diminishing minority who 
are making their last stand on the 
claim that when they are voted 
down, the countrty will be commit 
ted to war. That is what they have 
said about everything for twenty 


years; every measure they opposed | 


was, they insisted, a measure lead- 
ing to war and every measure they 
favored was, they insisted, a meas- 
ure to prevent war. They have been 
listened to, They have been fol- 
lowed. And after twenty years of 
their policy we are where we are: 
committed to the greatest military 
program in our history, faced

OTTAWA, March 3—Canada 
now has at least 1,600,000 regular 
“war savers” pledged for duration, 
Walter P, Zeller, National cam- 
paign chairman, announced here 
Sunday night. Reports from com- 
miitees whose quotas represent 
47 per cent. of the nationa! objec- 
tive, indicate a total of 988,619 
pledges received to date. 

In the month of February, 612.216 
cash applications for war savings 
certificates, totalling $9,405,930, were 
received at Ottawa headquarters, 
an average of $15.36 each. 

The campaign will continue to 
March 8, when it is expected that 
the house-to-house canvass—the 
final operation of the campaign— 
will be completed. In the mean- 
time, the ‘work of promoting the 
pay-roll savings plan will continue 
uninterrupted, ; 

More than 189 communities have 
gone “over the top” on their objec- 
tives, while hundreds of others are 
within sight of their quotas and will 
reach them within the next week. 

“While many hundreds of firms 
have reported 100 per cent partici- 
pation,” said Mr, Zeller, “there are 
many yet to be heard from and 
many more to be organized.
